W. S. Hoskins, a well known min- 


ng expert of San Francisco, came up 
from Tonopah yesterday and continued 
on to the city.

Ii is known that the route laid out 


by the surveyors provides for a tunnel 
34.800 feet long, or nearly seven miles. 
The estimated cost is $14,000.000. 
H 


w i l l cut down the summit grade 1500 
feet and enable the company to get 
rid of all but thiee miles of the forty- 
two mile« of snowsheds. 
The pro- 


posed tunnel will pierce the mountains 
at an elexation of about 5300 feet. By 
remo\ ing almost 1500 feet of the pres- 
ent grade the approaches and grades of 
the road at each end of the tunnel can 
be straightened very materially and 
reduced. 


The tunnel is part of Mr. Harri- 


man'& plan to modernize the Central 
Pacific and reduce time between San 
Francisco and Chicago twelve hours, 
or from three days, as at present, to 
two days and a half. 


On the Ogd<?n end of th« road the 


next most expensive piece of work is 
now in progress. 
Fully 146 miles of 


the old line are to be abandoned, and 
at a cost of about $5,000,000 a cut-oft 
of 105 miles between Ogden and Lucln 
is being built.

OUR GUBERNATORIAL CANDIDATE. 


T 


HE following article from the Salt Lake Her 
aid appeared in the Eureka Sentinel August 


24, 1901. It shows the sterling qualities of the man 
who has just been nominated for Governor by the 
Democratic and Silver'parties of Nevada: 


Mr. Sparks has never been 'an office-seeker or 


even been considered a'practical politician, but even 
if he were at that time, the period is so remote that 
it cannot be charged that'he was laying his wire 
for political purposes when this incident took place 


In these days of tax-dodging capitalists it is 


refreshing to find at least one man of wealth who 
prefers to pay his full assessment, even when he 
might avoid it without being guilty of any overt dis- 
honesty or prevarication. This man is John Sparks 
the well known cattle breeder of Reno, Nevada. 


When Mr. Sparks received notice of his assess- 


ment he found that his cattle had been valued at $50 
per head, while the estimate made on his thorough- 
bred bulls was at the rate of $100 each. 
As Mr. 


Sparks keeps nothing but the highest grade stock, 
he knew these figures to be far too low. Instead 
of pocketing the difference and congratulating him- 
self on the leniency or inexperience of the Assessor, 
he promptly notified that official that his appraise- 
ment was too small. 
He declared his cattle to 


be worth every cent of $70 a head and his bulls not 
less than $500, and he insisted on being assessed 
at this rate. 


In placing his reputation above his pocket, Mr. 


Sparks not only sets a five example of honesty, but 
he demonstrates his sound business sense. He keeps 
only the highest class of cattle, and he realized that 
to have them listed at an insignificant price would 
place him in a false light. In short, he appreciated 
that his reputation for honesty and integrity was 
worth more to him than the dollars he might save 
by keeping his .mouth shut. 
Nevada has every 


reason to be proud of such a citizen, and if ther,e 
were more business men like John Sparks in the 
country the State treasuries would be fuller and as- 
sessment rates far lower. 


In the majority of cases tax-dodging is looked 


upon as a matter of self-protection. A few dis- 
honest men through pulls ana somethimes through 
corruption, secure an undervaluation. Their com- 
petitors and neighbors, seeing this, believe that it 
is not fair that they should pay more than an equiv- 
alent share of the taxes. 
It is therefore refreshing 


to find one man who takes a more exalted view of 
his duties as a citizen, and it is to be hoped that 
others will follow his example.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S swing around 
the circle is unquestionably intended for poli- 


tical effect but what the effect will be either upon 
himself or the country remains to be seen. 
His 


speeches can hardly be considered satisfactory from 
either a Republican or a Democratic standpoint. 
The burden of his song is "the trusts," and he says 
just enough to alarm those cormorants of modern 
business, without giving the people any assurance 
whatever of substantial relief. He likens the trusts 


•to the Mississippi river with its mighty flow which 


it is beyond the power of the United States to stop, 
but which, by means of embankments or levees, 
may be kept within its channel, and prevented from 
doing any harm. 


Beyond the suggestipn of publicity, Roosevelt 


proposes no remedy, for his talk about regulation 
is altogether general and indefinite. He divides the 
people into two classes: Those who refuse to admit 
that any action is necessary and those who advocate 
some non-effective action, or, which, if effective, 
would destroy the good along with the bad. By 
far the greater part of his speeches is devoted to 
the danger of trying to do anything at all. At 
Wheeling he said that if we atte.jpt to dam up the 
trusts and reverse the industrial tendencies of the 
age, such cities as the one in which he was speaking 
would have to go out of business. Obviously, he 
is furnishing plenty of argument to those who want 
no action—the first-class named by him. This class 
includes practically the entire leadership of the Re- 
publican party, and, of course, it includes, the trusts 
themselves which control the Republican leadership. 


Mr. Roosevelt's entire song is pitched in a min- 


*or key. 
Evidently he does not expect much to be 


Jk>ne, and he says so very frankly. 
Still he thinks 


that something should be done. In view of the mag- 
nitude of the evil he is discussing, his "something" | 


seems like a rather small word. It is next to noth- 
ing. 
And if his division of the people into two 


classes, one of which wants nothing done while the 
other proposes non-effective or destructive remed- 
ies is a correct division, how can he expect anything 
to be done ? 


In truth his utterances are of no practical value 


save as they admit the existence of the trust evil. 
This, in itself; is enough to alarm the trusts. They 
may be satisfied that Mr. Roosevelt is only talking 
for his re-nomination and election in 1904, but at 
he same time they do not care to have-the Presi- 
dent direct public attention to the abuses of the 
.rust system. It is quietly whispered that the trust 
nagnates regard the terrible Teddy as quite "too 
strenuous" a talker. Much more to their liking is 
Mark Hanna who sees "naught but perfection in 
ihe trust system. 
Nevertheless, if Roosevelt can 


popularize himself with the masses by a mild criti- 
cism of the trusts, and at the same time satisfy the 
trusts that the talk is for political purposes only, 
they may conclude that they can elect Roosevelt 
more easily than Hanna, and make Teddy the can- 
didate in 1904. 


There may be a great deal of method in Roose- 


velt's strenuosity. 
It is to be observed that he 


has very carefully refrained from suggesting a re- 
moval or a reduction of protective duties, which in 
many case's give the trusts extraordinary advan- 
tages over and above those resulting from the mere 
combinations themselves. Here \ve have a very 
simple remedy, as far as it goes, and it certainly 
goes much farther than does anything which Mr. 
Roosevelt proposes. There^is nothing revolution- 
ary about such a remedy, and there is no room for 
doubt that it would force a general lowering of 
prices on trust-controlled products. 
Many Repub- 


lincans see this, but if the President does, he gives 
no sign. 
He simply talks. What is more signifi- 


cant he didn't even begin to talk until after Con- 
gress adjourned.r # f f f
